AC Transit Announces Changes 


New schedules have been ‘an- 
nounced by AC Transit, for their 
intercity express lines No. 31 and 
33/33R, connecting Richmond, El 
Cerrito, Albany and Berkeley to 
downtown Oakland. 

The District Board of Directors 
had originally planned to aban- 
don both lines, with the inaugura- 
tion of BART’s Richmond to Oak- 
land service. However, after 
much protests from commuters, 
the Board adopted a “wait and 
see” policy of gradual curtail- 
ment. 

The new changes, which will 
become effective Monday, April

| Money For BART 


The Metropolitan Transporta- 
'tlon Commission has given its ap- 
proval for $2.33 million in State 
transit gas tax money to be given 
to Bay Area Rapid Transit, with 
taxpayers in Alameda and Con-) 
tra Costa Counties footing most} 
of the bill. 

Because BART isn’t operating 
in San Francisco as yet, MTC’s 
Grant Review Commission de-| 
cided that the biggest percentage 
of the gas tax money should 
come from the two counties 
where it is already in operation. | 
San Francisco County; will pay 
$463,000 and San Mateo, which 
has one BART station in Daly 
City, $53,700; while Alameda 
County will contribute $1.25 mil- 
lion, and Contra Costa, $564,000. 

According to BART, the funds 
will be used to subsidize the 75 
percent discount fares for chil- 
dren and senior citizens, and 
transfers connecting BART and
